Memo for Miss Patterson - 
Re W. B. Paterson 

The following are the facts of the case: He was admit ted 
the end of the first week in November for reasons set forth in the 
letter enclosed. The Council considered that they had done their 
utmost for him in the circumstances and he was warned that his 
previous record was low and that he must complete all the work of 
the year even though admitted late. Barly in February Prof. Angus 
received a request from Capt. Durley of the Imperial Munitions 
Board at Ottawa, asking for men for inspection work. Prof. Angus 
laid the matter before the class of the Third Year and asked those 
who desired to take up the matter to come and see him. Several 
did so and he gave them letters of recommendation. Mr. Paterson 
took the matter in his own hands and proceeded to Ottawa, secured 
the position and came back and asked to be given his year in view 
of taking up this work. Had he gone to Prof. Angus in the first 
place it is altogether probable that he would have been refused 
a recommendation on account of the date at which he had entered 
and in view of the instructions of Council above mentioned. The 
Council therefore granted him exemption from attendance during 
the balance of the term and gave him the following reply: 

"Replying to your letter of the 2lst of April I am dir- 
ected by Council to state that you will be required to take the 
complete Fourth Year written examination at a date convenient to 
your employers between Jan. lst and May lst, 1918, on presenting 


a certificate that you have rendered satisfactory service to the

Imperial Munitions Board up to the former date." 
He appealed to the Council for relief on receipt of this 


reply but the Council did not alter its decision. 
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
